PASTOR NELS CARLSON. 

Tekst: Lukas 18, 31—43. 

“Se Vi Gaar Op Til Jerusalem.” 

Disciplene sier ved en anden an- 
ledn ng: “Nu vet vi at du vet alle 
ting.” Han viste alle ting. Han 
kj endte Skriftene. Han var selv Or¬ 
dets Ophav. Det var klart for Ham 
endog i tolv aars alderen naar Han 
stod foran de lærde i Jerusalem. 
Fremtid og fortid var nutid for Ham. 
Alle begivenheter laa foran Ham. 
Disciplene kjendte Skriftene men 
forstcd dem ikke. 

Det var alt forut bestemt. Det var 
nu timen for Ham at gaa op til Je¬ 
rusalem. Alt som var paalagt Ham 
at gjøre for folkene i Israel var fmd- 
fcrt. Han sier de vantro Jcder: “Jeg 
gaar bort til Ham som har sendt nrg. 

I skal lete efter mig og ikke finde 
mig.” Joh. 7, 33 f. Gid de hadde lært 
at kjende Ham medens Han var hos 
dem i kjedet, saa sku'de de ikke som 
de gjør nu lete forgjeves efter Da¬ 
vids Sonnen, som de mener skal stif¬ 
te et verdens r'ke. Dækket er endnu 
for deres oine naar de læser Profe¬ 
tiene. 

“Se vi gaar op til Jerusalem, og alt 
som er skrevet av profetene om 
Menneskesønnen, skal fuldkommes.” 

“Se.” Han vil ha deres fulde op- 
mærksomhet idet Han forbereder dem 
paa hvad som skal skje i Jerusalem. 
Han vil ikke herved velte r.ogen byr¬ 
de paa dem, men at de skal v>te det 
og saaledes vaake cg bede at de ikke 
skulle falde i fristelse. 

Jerusalem er et skjønt navn. Det 
klinger saa vakkert. Og dets mening 
or erdnu bedre, nemlig: “Bostedet 
for Freden.” Men Apostelen sier, at 
det er i trældom med sine bern. Der¬ 
for kan der ikke være sand fred, men 
uro og oprørske hjerter. I sin fred- 
løshet stod de ferdige t : l oprer b^ate 
mot Gud og Mennesker. Idet de ikke 
kjendte sin besøkelses tid saa stod 
de op og slog Fredsfyrsten ihjel. 

Det som skulle fuldbyrdes paa Ham 
var: “Han skal overgives til hednin¬ 
gene, og bli spottet og haanet og 
spyttet paa, og de skal hudstryke 
Ham og slaa Ham ihjel, og paa den 
tredje dag skal Han opstaa.” Vi læ¬ 
ser hos Mathæus 16 at naar Jesus 
berettede dem dette en gang før, saa 
tar Peter Jesus til side i stor ned- 
kjerhet og kjærbghet; og ga ham en 
kraftig irettesettelse og sier: “Gud 
fri dig. Herre! Dette ma ingenlunde 
vederfares d : g.” 

Vi skal ikke undres paa Peter eller 
noken anden som hadde Je~us kjær 
om de vilde sake alt de kunde for at 
forebygge en sa?dan tragedi. 

Men Jesus gav Peter en likesaa 
kraftig og n : dkjer irettesettelse og 
s : ger: “Vig Bak mig satan! Du er 
mig t ; l anstøt, ti du har ikke sans 
for det sem herer Gud til, men bare 
for det som hører menneskene til.” 

Om Je°sus hadde etterkommet Pe- 
ters tilskyndelse saa hadde Jesus 
brudt med Guddommen, og Guds- 
planen. Det hadde blit skjebnesvan¬ 
gert for os! Satan er virkelig en tu- 
smdfo’d kunstner; tænk han brukte 
Peters kjerlighet til Jesus for at 
feide Ham med. Men her raadede den 
Guddommehge bestemthet og Jesus 
drog avsted Hl “Morderstaden”! Han 
sier til disciplene paa et sted: “Tag 
eder ivare! Jeg har sagt eder det 
ferut.” Det var farligt for deres Guds- 
liv. De hadde saa megen selvtfilid i 
sin krafteslcshet. Og det kan sies om 
J^sus und°r alle omstendigheter at 
“Han tænkte mere paa os e^d paa 
sig selv.” I sm Yppersteprestelige bøn 
s ; er Han: “Da jeg var hos dem be- 
varede jeg dem i dit Navn, som du 
har gi vet mig, og jeg tok vare paa 


dem, og ingen av dem gik fortapt, 
uten hint fortapelsens barn, forat 
Skriften skulle opfyldes.” 

Saa fortelles der ved Lukas: “Og 
de forstcd ikke noget av dette, og det¬ 
te Ord var skjult for dem, og de 
skjønte ikke det Han sa.” Dersom det 
som Gud har sagt os blev forenet 
med troen, saa skulle det ikke hette: 
‘Vi foi stod intet av alt som blev 
sakt.” 

Jesus gir os et merkeligt billede 
p-aa denne verdens visdom naar det 
angaar de aandefige ting, naar Han 
spytter paa marken, og laver dynd 
og smer smudset, dyndet, paa den 
blirdfødtes øire. Saaledes hadde Is¬ 
raels lærere tilklinet folket med sin 
fornuft. Det naturlige menneske fat¬ 
ter ikke de ting som hører Guds Aand 
til. Den Hellig Aands gjerning var 
ukjendt for dem; de hadde ikke hert 
om den Hellig Aand. Blindheten var 
saa dyp at det betegnes med tredob¬ 
belt betegnelse: “De forstod det ikke 
det var skjult for dem, de skjønte 
ikke.” Naar blindheten var saa over- 
haadtagende med disciplene som nu 
hadde i tre aar havt Læreren-Meste- 
ren som er i Faderens skjed at under¬ 
vise dem baade med Ord og Gjernin- 
ger, hvorledes var det saa ikke med 
dem som endnu levede i den fulde 
blindhet! 

Det var ikke skjult fer Jems hvad 
Han skulle gaa igjennem. Han var 
vel beredt; fer det hele var bestemt 
før verdens grundvold blev lagt; cg 
som vi læser i Hebræer brevet 10, 
ctert fra profetene: “Derfor sier 
Han, idet Han trxder ind i verden; 
Offer og gave vilde du ikke, men et 
legeme lagede du for mig. Ja, det stod 
like klart for Ham i evigheten hvad 
Han skulle maatte gaa igjennem som 
denne dag naar Han drager til Jeru¬ 
salem. Det var ingen lyst reise; og 
dog sier Han ved Davids mund: “Se 
jeg kemmer, i bokrullen er mig fore¬ 
skrevet; nemlig hvad jeg skal gjøre.” 
At gjere din vilje min Gud, er min 
lyst, og dm lov er mit indre.” Det 
var en udelt lydighet mot Faderen, 
og den evige kjerlighet til os som be- 
vægede Ham baade at anta planen i 
evigheten, og reisen til Jerusalem. 
“Se vi gaar op til Jerusalem.” 
Der er forskjelligt som vil møte dem 
paa veien dit. I teksten sies at der 
var en blind mand set nær Jereko. 
Dette navns betydning er “Den Vel- 
luktende Stad.” og fik tittelen “Pal- 
mestaden”. Den var skjøn og vel- 
luktende. Dens nye navn er “Riha,” 
og er den mest smudsige by i hele 
palastina. Men paa Jesu tid var den 
nok vakker. Saaledes er det med ver¬ 
dens glans, den dunkles for tilslut at 
for svin de. 

Lukas beretter bare om een blind 
mand, Mathæus om to. Den Lukas 
beretter om heter Bartimæus, Tig¬ 
gere var de nok begge to, og “utstedt 
av baade Gud og mennesker;” saa 
tænkte Jødene. Og at de var syndere 
fremfor andre, idet saadant hadde 
kommet over dem. Abraham ha^de 
øiet aapent for denne verdens for- 
fængelige skjønhet og herbghet. Gud 
gav ham hele landet, men han levede 
sem fremmed i det og saa hen til den 
stad som har grundvold, som er byg¬ 
get av Gud. 

Men Jesus undrog sig ikke vore 
elerdigheter. Han avhjalp os dem. 
Han tok dem paa s : g selv, baade 
syndens følger og dens straf. Disse 
blinde fik vite at nu “drager Jesus av 
Naz^ret forbi.” De hrdde nok hert 
cm Ham, og faat en mening om 
hvem Han var. Denne mening var 
roksaa korrekt. Ved sin utelukkelse 
fra folket og disse falske lærere var 
de maaske kommet til bedre for- 
staaelse av ham end lærene selv. Og 
saa var de kommet i nød, og som ord- 
sproket lyder: “Ned driver folk at 
bede”, og det er sandt:” de karske 
har ikke læke behov, men de som har 
ondt.” De kjender Hans Navn, likesaa 


Hans avstamming, og de anraapte 
Ham: “Jesus du Davids Son.” Der 
laa mere i Navnet “Jesus” for dem 
end for mange andre, baade i den tid 
og vor tid. Det blir noksaa alminde- 
ligt, ikke bare ved banden, men og- 
saa ved bønnen. Det blir mere av et 
“utraaps” ord end virkeligt Frelser 
Navn. De blinde kaster kappene paa 
sig, og springer op, men hvor skal 
blinde fo'k spr'nge for at finde Man- 
den de vilde komme i berørelse med? 
Saa læser vi at der var dem som gik 
feran Jesus som vilde hindre dem. 
Saaledes er det altid med dem som 
løper ferm Jesus, de tar altid feil paa 
Ham og Hans sak. Det er best at føl¬ 
ge efter og se og lære av Ham. Hans 
kjerlighet og makt. Men Jesus stod 
stille og ropte paa dem. De blinde 
rørte ved Jesu hele hierte. De ronte 
om forbarmelse. Vi læser hos Jer. 31, 
20 at “Herrens indre bruser av for- 
barmeLe,” erdcg mot dem som Han 
maa tukte. Og hes Esaias 65. 24 læ¬ 
ser vi “Førend de raape skal jeg 
svare, medens de endnu tale skal jeg 
høre.” Ja, svaret var hos Ham 
ferend de ropte! Han sper dem om 
hvrd de vil Han skal gjere for dem. 
Han viste nok hvad de vilde. Men Gud 
vil at vi skal som Ordet lyder: “Ka¬ 
ste al eders sorg paa Ham! Ti Hon 
har omhu for eder.” I Pet. 5, 7. Vi 
skal klage vor n^d for Ham og med 
alvorlig længsel seke neget hos Ham.” 
Gud vil det saa-Her er en vir¬ 

kelig aapning for d sse nødstilte 
mænd. De staar foran de evige mu¬ 
ligheter. De tror, cg Han katt. Der 
er saaledes intet at hindre utførelsen 
av deres begjær, paa samme tid som 
de ogsaa griper ind i Hans Vilje. Den 
spedalske sa: “Herre om du vil saa 
kan du rense mig.” Jesu svar var 
øieblikkelig: “JEG VIL BLIV REN!” 

Det var Hans mat, og lyst at hjæl- 
pe. Det gav utløp for denne brusende 
miskundhet i Hans indre. Disse mænd 
fik synet, men ogsaa noget usigeligt 
større. De hadde tat fat i Jesu hjer¬ 
te, baade viljen og miskunheten. Je¬ 
sus er ikke delt. De fik Ham med hele 
Hans Naade og Gave, de blev frelste; 
hvorfor Jesus sier: “Din tro har 
frelst dig.” At dette tilfaldt dem 
begge to merker vi hos Mathæus hver 
Han sier: “og de fulgte Ham!” I vor 
tekst sies: “og han fulgte Ham og lo¬ 
vede Gud.” Hvor lite vi lover Gud for 
at vi kan faa være friske, ha alle 
sansers og lemmers bruk! 

“Fo ket som saa det prlsede Gud.” 

De prisede Gud for hvad Han gjor¬ 
de for denne mand, men ikke for no¬ 
get som Han hadde gjort for dem. 
Naar Israels folk fik reise tilbake til 
sit land fra fangenskapet saa sa 
hedningene: “Herren har gjort store 
ting imot disse. Men for sin egen del 
hadde de ikke noget at prise Gud 
for. 

Anvendelse:.. Nu, da venner: Je¬ 
sus gav avkald paa Himlens Herfig- 
heter og kom ned til denne usle jord, 
hvor vantroen, fienskapet, cg haarl- 
nakkede mennesker hadde sit ophold. 
I lyd : ghet mot Faderen og kjærlig¬ 
het t'l os' kom Han, og tok denne rei¬ 
se; skjønt Han viste om hvilke mot¬ 
tagelse Han vilde faa. Spot, spyt og 
tornekrone med korsded ventedes 
Ham. Naar andres ned blev forelagt 
Ham. Saa tok Han tid i miskund og 
kjærlighet avhjalp den. “Han støtte 
ingen bort, men anropte alle: “Kom¬ 
mer alle jordens ender, og vorder 
frelste.” 

Om det var nogen gang Han skul¬ 
le kunne fristes til at si: “Nei nu har 
jeg virkeligt nok med mig selv” saa 
var det ved denne reise, og likesaa 
paa kerset naar røveren bad Ham at 
komme s’g ihu naar Han kom ind i 
sit Rike.” Han var sin opgave tro 
i alle ting. Han var sendt for verden 
skulle bli frelst ved Ham. Joh. 3. 

Hvorfor skulle vi staa nølende, og 
skjelvende foran verdens Frelser, 
hvis indre bruser i Ham av forbar¬ 


melse? Det er at gi Ham et nrstillids 
votum. Apostelen sier: “TRAD 
FREM MED FRIMODIGHET FOR 
NAADEN3 TRONE, FORAT VI 
KAN FAA MISKUND OG FINDE 
NAADE TIL HJÆLP I RETTE TID. 
Dertil hjælpe os Gud for Jesu Skyld.

Overland congregation borders the 
national boundary line north of West- 
by, Montana.

Almeie of Westby as. the guest 
speaker of the afernoon; he brought 
a heart-searching message. 

Graphs had been made to show the 
growth in membership of each con¬ 
gregation, and a large “album” or

the pioneers of these congregations 
who have gone to the'r reward. 

Greetings were read from Dr. J. 
A. Aasgaard, from the district and 
the c : rcuit pres’dents of the W. M. 
F. of Canada, from the circuit presi¬ 
dent and from former pastors. Visit- 
ing pastors brought personal greet¬ 
ings. 

These were memorable days for the 
members and friends of Immanuel 
and Overland congregations! May 
God prosper the work of His church 
in years to come, and may the mem¬ 
bers be faithful laborers! 

HISTORY OF IMMANUEL CON¬ 
GREGATION, 

Maxim, Sask, 

It is with thanks to God that we 
commemorate the 25tli anniversary 
of Immanuel qongregation. The 
pioneers who settled in the h : lls west 
and south-west of Maxim, Sask.. d>'d 
not forget “the one thing needful.” 
By the grace of God they began to 
la.v plans for a congregation. 

There was rejoicing when the first 
pastor came to these early settlers. 
Thanks be to God for the faithful 
shenherds who searched out the little 
fiocks here and there. 

Rev. M. 0. Waldahl, then of Este- 
van, Sssk., was the pioneer pastor 
who organized this congregation. He 
had held several Services in the com¬ 
munity for a year but it was not un- 
til October 16, 1910, that the organi- 
zation took place in the Temple school 
near Maxim. The charter members 
were: Anders Torgunrud, Elias 

Strand, John Torgunrud, Edward El- 
lingson, Edward Larson. Anders Tor¬ 
gunrud was the first secretary and 
he served as such for many years. 

The congregation did not belong to 
a parish as yet. But on April 10, 
1917, a committee of two met with 


delegates from St. John, Nor dalen. 
Hauge and Zion congregai.ons to 
organize a parish. In May oi the same 
year the mission board of our church 
was asked to call a minister for this 
congregation; thus it was that Rev» 
M. 0. Waldahl became the first re- 
guiariy caned pastor. He served un- 
til 1924. 

Tnus far all the Services had been 
held at the homes and at the Temple 
school. There was a growing demand 
for a chuich. On June 16, 1912, a 
meetlng was called by the congrega¬ 
tion to select a graveyard site. On 
December 1, 1917, a buiiding comm.t- 
tee was elected but it was not until 
1926 that the church was built. The 
ladies aid contnbuted quite a large 
sum for bu liding purposes. What joy 
there was when the members and 
friends of the congregafon could 
meat in their house of worship. 

The foliowing pastors have serv¬ 
ed since 1924: Rev. 0. L. Falkeid 
1924—1927; Rev. T. M. Bakke serv¬ 
ed the summer of 1929; Rev. A. M. 
Vinge served as a student pastor the 
summer of 1930 and was extended a 
call in 1931. He served until April, 
1934. The present pastor is S. D. Sor¬ 
gen of Lake Alma who was installed 
July 1, 1934. 

As far as it can be determined 
there have been, since 1910, 48 bap- 
tisms; 31 confirmands; 14 funerals; 
101 Services. Since 1926 there have 
been 175 communicants. Growth in 
membership shows a steady increase 
until 1930.. Since then it has de- 
creased slightly, which is largeiy due 
to the fact that several families have 
moved away. 

THE HISTORY OF OVERLAND 
CONGREGATION. 

As we commemorate the 25th an¬ 
niversary of Overland congregation, 
let us bow in reverence before God 
and remember with gratitude the 
p oneers of this congregation and 
their labors. Tho they pushed on in¬ 
to new territory, they d'd not forget 
“the one thing needful.” With the 
love of Christ in their hearts they 
began to lay plans for a church and 
they did not cease until they saw 
their plans fulfilled. 

Then, tco, we thank God for His 
true shepherds, the faithful pastors, 
who came over trackless prairies for 
miles and miles to break the Bread of 
Life with our people. 

We owe much to Rev. Olaf Ylvisa- 
ker, then of Crosby, N. D., for or- 
ganizing the Overland congregation 
on May 22, 1910, after a service held 
at the Elling Offet home. As trustees 
of this organizatmn the following 
were elected: M. D. Forsberg, Erik 
Moline, Christ Madsen. Olaf Eidsness 
was the first secretary. The other 
charter members were: James Dlllan, 
A. J. Dahl, Ole Berg, E. Offit. The 
people were glad to have the pastors 
come whenever they cou'd but it soon 
became evident that a pastor had to 
be called if there was to be progress 
and growth. The boundless prairies 
of Southern Saskatchewan seemed to 
lure the brave hearts of the pioneers, 
and from 1909 on, settlers poured in 
from Minnesota and North and South 
Dakota. An occasional visit by a pas¬ 
tor who alreedy had more work than 
he couM poss : b’y do was not enough. 
Rev. S. J. Fretheim was serving at 
Plentywood, Montana, at that t ; me. 
It was with d ; fficulty and not a little 
anxiety that he and his faithful team 
— Spike and Kate — picked their 
way over the lonesome hills of Mon¬ 
tana and Southern Saskatchewan in 
order to reach the people at Overland. 
(Overland is about two miles from 
the international border). He h"d his 
first service here August 7, 1910. 

In May, 1911, the Overland congre¬ 
gation decided to call Rev. Fretheim 
as their pastor, he served this congre¬ 
gation about four years. But the 
charge was too large for him and he 
had to give up the work at Overland. 
Rev. Kilness who resided at Westby, 
Montana, offered to take charge of 
the work. The parish was reorganiz- 
ed: Overland together with two othre 
congregations in Southern Sask. were 
joined with two in North Dakota. 
Later the parish was again reorga- 
nized (1921) and Overland joined 
with the Lake Alma parish. 

Thus far all the Services and ladies 
aid meetings had been held at the 
homes and at the Overland school. 
There was a growing demand for a 
church. On January 2, 1912, a special 
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meeting was called by the congrega- 
tion to select a place for a cemetery. 
Mr. Forsberg, Mrs. E. Thoveson and 
Eimer Jorde offered free land. By 
a vote Eimer Jorde’s location was 
chosen as church and graveyard site. 
It was a day of rejoicing when, dur¬ 
ing the pastorate of Rev. Kilness, the 
Overland basement was built to serve 
as a church in 1915. 

From 1917 to 1923 three different 
pastors served this congregation — 
Rev. A. Vaaler, Rev. Falkanger and 
Rev. Brandser. While Rev. Falkan¬ 
ger was here the church basement 
was dedicated (Oct., 1919,) by Rev. 
Skindlov, president of the Rocky 
Mountain district. Rev. 0. L. Falk- 
e'd who succeeded Rev. Brandser 
served from 1923 to 1927. Rev. Bak¬ 
ke was here but a few months. Rev. 
A. M. Vinge served as student pas¬ 
tor the summer of 1930 and was ex- 
tended a call in 1931. He served un- 
til April, 1934. The present pastor 
is S. D. Sorgen of Lake Alma who 
was installed July 1, 1934. 

The records ars not complete but 
as far as it can be determined there 
have been, since 1918, 85 children 
baptized, 36 confirmed, and there have 
been 174 Services. Since 1917 there 
have been 181 eommunieants. There 
have been 28 funerals s nce 1916.

OVERLAND LADIES AID. 

Overland ladies aid had a small be- 
ginning but so did the mustard plant. 
Though few in number, they had the 
ccuruge to start and to carry on the 
work. They realized, too, that if the 
work should be of any lasting valua 
it had to be begun and done in God’s 
name. Under God’s gudance the 
Overland ladies aid prospered and 
grew. ■ ' 

Tnough vacant, A. J. Dahl’s house 
stands as a memorial; for it was 
there that this ladies aid had its be- 
ginning. It was on the 16 of Oct., 
1910, that the ladies mat and decided 
to organize. The pioneer pastor, S. 
J. Frethe'm, who then lived at Plenty- 
wood, Montana, helped the ladies 
when they organized. He had been in 
the Overland district earlier in the 
year but he was also ready and will- 
ing to help the ladies get started in 
their work. 

The charter members of the lad‘es 
aid were: Mrs. A. J. Dahl, Mrs. Fors¬ 
berg, Mrs. Elling Offet, Mrs. Thove¬ 
son, Mrs. Texeth, and Mrs. Moline. 
Mrs. Texeth was elected to be the 
first president and the other officers 
were Mrs. Elling Offet and Mrs. Fors¬ 
berg. 

Many of the churches which dot 
the land stand as reminders of the 
unfring work of the women of our 
church. Thru their efforts many a 
house of God has been erected. And 
so we find that th : s ladies aid, with 
its six members,also made it their 
aim and purpose to lay aside the‘r 
funds for church-buildmg. By the 
summer of 1915 when the Overland 
basement was built the ladies a ; d had 
quite a large sum to hand over to the 
building committee. 

The -membership of the aid grew 
from year to year. Not counting those 
who have passed away the member¬ 
ship i n 1932 was 23. Though we have 
had a few set-backs and disappomt- 
ments these last years, our women 
are still faithfully carrying on their 
work. They are not as many now as 
they were but that does not stop 
them. Sometimes they meet at the 
basement but mest generally at the 
hornes. 

As we look back over these twenty- 
five years we must join w'th the 
psalmist when he says, “0 give 
tharks unto the Lord for He is good, 
for H ; s merey endureth forever.” He 
has pronTsed to bless all that is done 
in His name and truly He has blessed 
the werk that this ladies a ; d has 
done. We have much to thank Him 
for. If we were to call the roll today 
of the charter members, the voiees 
of some could not be heard for they 
have answered the “roll call” yonder. 
We are grateful to God for their 
faithful service and unselfish efforts. 
They started the work; they built 
the foundation. Let the women of 
this generation continue the work. 
May the next twenty-five years of 
the Overland ladies aid be just as 
fruitful as the past — yea let it be 
more so! 


Dear Friends, 

We are entering upon a new year’s 
activities of our school work, and 
want to send a greeting to the many 
friends of the C. L. B. I. 

We thank God for a blessed term 
of work last fall. Now the attendance 
is considerable increased and we are 
much encouraged by the interest 
shown in this important work. The 
interest of the Bible School move- 
ment, we know, is growing; and, 
rlghtly, it should. 

We may look at its 3 fold purpose. 
First, it establishes the youth in at¬ 
tendance, in their faith, gives them 
a more thorough knowledge of the 
Word of Gcd, and fits them for a 
broader and better service in the 
church. Secondly, it becomes a link 
or a bond of greater union between 
the d ; fferent bodies of the Lutheran 
Church in Canada. Thirdly, parishes 
are laige and scattered, and pastors 
find it difficult to attend to the gene¬ 
ral duties and to the important work 
of the pastor’s house visitation a *•’- 
personal work among his people. With 
some of the youth trained and fitted 
to be a help to the pastors this will 
lighten the pastor’s burden and give 
him more time for his work. We trust 
that both pastors and the people at 
large will realize to a greater extent 
the necessity of doing something for 
the youth and the children. 

We thank God for the large and 
open h^rvest fields, as well as the op- 
portunities before us, and the facil- 
ities he has given us which enable 
us to do more effective work not only 
in sowing the good seed, but also in 
gathering in the white sheaves into 
the granarie of the Lord. 

The Bible Institute movement was 
started in prayer. We ralize that 
every movement that has been made, 
and every gift which has been re- 
ceived hitherto has been an answer 
to prayer, so we wish to continue 
looking to God for needed help. We 
ask our many friends to join us in 
prayer for the Bible Sch jpl’s im- 
mediate needs, such as means to 
purchase the building we are occupy- 
ing at present, so that it shall not go 
into hands that will use it, perhaps, 
for a less worthy purpose. 

The Bible Institute needs a build¬ 
ing for its continued work. What we 
should have is a new building with 
dormitory rooms for the students, as 
well as class rooms, kitehen. and din- 
ing room. This, however, will mean a 
quite large outlay of money whereas 
the purchase of this building will 
mean only the nominal sum of $2,- 
500. Previous years we had the free 
use of this building; this year we are 
paying rent. The rent, however, will 
be eliminated by purchasing the build¬ 
ing before the end of this school term. 
Let us un : te in prayer that this may 
be realized and that God may be 
glcrified through a permanent home 
for the Bible Institute work. 

/ We wish to call the attention of 
pastors ard friends to the fact that 
several of our students wish to go 
out in active werk at the close of the 
school in March. 

They can teach parochial school, 
and some could assist as parish work- 
ers doing house visitation, seeking 
more children for the Sun day School, 
he’ping the pastor in the Sunday- 
School, ard the Lad : e’s Aid, and get- 
ting people interested in the lord’s 
work. Put these things on you^ pray¬ 
er list and let us hear you in time. 

If you deri re help for Bible con¬ 
ference or Young People’s Conven- 
tions, we shall be glad to help along 
the best we can. This work will bring 
us in touch with the young people 
and create added interest in the Bible 
Institute work. 

Rev. Lavik, President of the Nor¬ 
wegian Lutheran Church of Canada, 
has just given us a very encouraging 
visit. We are thankful to God for 
this able executive in the Church, 
and are very much encouraged to 
see the interest with which he em- 
braces the Bible School movement. 
This will no doubt prove a great sti¬ 
mulus among the people. We believe 
it will bring many young people to 
realize the importance and advantage ' 
of attending the C. L. B. I. 

There are at present three instruc- 
tors at the C. L. B. I. The class work 
is divided into two classes requiring 
three years of attendance for gradu- 
ation. So far, we have only a four 
month’s course each year, but, it is 


to be hoped that in the near future 
the school year may be lengthened to 
correspond with the otner Bible 
Schoois. 

A catalog of the Bible Institute is 
in preparation, and friends desiring 
information should write us.

This can be done in our hornes each 
day if we are only guided by the Holy 
Spirit. They will take an interest in 
the home, extandirg a helping hand to 
others, The Word of God cleanses in- 
wardiy and makes us fit subjeets to 
establish Chrisrian hornes. What does 
Paul say about this ? Let us read from 
II Cor. 6:14, “Be ye not unequaliy 
yoked together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowsh ; p hath rlghteousness, 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness?” 

Keep yourselves pure is a timely 
exhortation to all, especially to those 
who are prsparaing to establish 
Christian hornes in a community. We 
need to be careful what we bring into 
hornes. There are many things that 
could be mentioned that would take 
away the Spirit of God if we let some 
of the evil lusts of the world creep 
into our hornes. 

What about wcridly young men and 
women ? They do not plan to get ready 
for a home. It takes praying and 
planning for a happy home. Many 
are thoughtless and start their hornes 
never thinking of the future before 
them. They soon tire of their home 
surroundings and seek pleasure else- 
where. This usually ends in unhap- 
piness, and the breaking up of home 
ties. 

This story may serve as an example 
of and unhappy home. Late one night 
a man met a (small child out on the 
street. He asked, “Where is your 
mother?” The boy pointed to a large 
building which had a sign above the 
door in large letters — Dane e”. 
“Mama is over there dancing.” “And 
where is your father?” Again he 
points the oposite direction to a 
building which had the words, 
“Beer Parlour” above the door. 
“There is where my father is.” The 
parents had left the poor child to take 
crre of itself. They seemed not to 
fear what m ; ght have happened to 
their child. The right kind of parents 
would have been with their child at 
home. A child is a gift from God. 
children all go on the downward road 
and the end is ruined plans and ru- 
ined lives.
